Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  for  the  year  1954.  As  in  previous 
years  I have  taken  the  opportunity  of  giving  details  of  the  work 
carried  out  in  the  district  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

The  Birth  Rate  showed  a slight  reduction  as  did  also  the  Death 
Rate.  Unfortunately  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  showed  an 
increase  over  1953. 

The  occurrence  of  infectious  diseases  was  particularly  low  and 
once  again  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria.  No  cases  of  polio- 
myelitis occurred. 

Throughout  the  report  I have  commented  on  the  figures  and 
statistics  and  endeavoured  to  relate  them  to  the  health  and  welfare 
of  the  inhabitants. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  various 
Committees  and  to  my  fellow  Officials  for  their  help  and  co-operation 
during  the  year.  I am  particularly  indebted  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  the  Public  Health  staff  for  their  valued  help.

COMMENT  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 

Births 

The  Birth  Rate  declined  slightly  during  the  year,  there  being  19 
fewer  births.  The  adjusted  Birth  Rate  is  still  bigger  than  the  Birth 
rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  increased  from  11  to  16.  The 
Moral  Welfare  Committee  of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Doncaster  and 
Rotherham  have  again  been  most  helpful  in  these  cases  and  give  the 
practical  help  so  necessary. 
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A table  is  appended  showing  the  survival  rate  of  premature 
babies  born  in  the  area.  Premature  babies,  that  is  babies  born  with 
a weight  of  5|lbs.  and  under,  require  much  extra  nursing  care  and 
mothering.  Midwives  in  this  division  have  been  specially  trained  in 
the  care  of  these  premature  babies  and  every  provision  is  made, 
special  cots,  oxygen,  etc.,  to  ensure  that  the  baby  has  every  possible 
chance  of  survival. 

Deaths 

The  number  of  deaths  fell  slightly  from  195  to  179  giving  a rate 
of  12-8  which  is  slightly  above  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 
There  was  an  increase  in  the  deaths  from  Cancer,  34  deaths  compared 
with  28  in  1953  and  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
heart  disease,  47  deaths  compared  with  52  in  1953.  There  were  four 
deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung.  There  was  one  death  associated 
with  pregnancy. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  unfortunately  showed  an  increase 
compared  with  1953,  there  being  16  deaths  of  children  under  one 
years  of  age  compared  with  10  in  1953.  Prematurity  was  given  as 
the  cause  of  death  in  4 cases,  but  an  investigation  of  the  deaths 
showed  that  7 of  the  deaths  occurred  in  premature  children. 

One  person  was  killed  in  the  area  as  a result  of  a road  accident 
compared  with  7 in  1953.

2.  Maternity  Service. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  co-operate  with  the  general 
practitioners  to  ensure  that  every  pregnant  woman  gets  the  best 
possible  ante-natal  supervision  and  attendance  at  the  birth  of  the 
child.  With  the  consent  of  the  patient,  her  first  attendance  is 
notified  to  her  own  general  practitioner,  but  attendance  at  ante-natal 
clinics  is  open  to  any  pregnant  woman,  whether  her  own  doctor 
has  been  engaged  for  the  confinement  or  not. 

Classes  continue  to  be  held  to  help  mothers,  particularly  those 
having  their  first  babies,  to  approach  the  confinement  confidently 
and  with  an  understanding  of  the  perfectly  normal  processes 
involved.  These  classes  include  relaxation  exercises,  advice  in  diet, 
the  hygiene  of  pregnancy,  mothercraft  talks,  the  provision  of 
layettes,  maternity  benefits,  etc.  During  1954,  394  mothers 
attended  the  clinics.

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3.  Home  Nursing. 

This  service  continued  to  have  heavy  demands  made  upon 
it  during  the  year.  As  reported  previously,  use  was  made  of  a 
surgery  in  the  centre  of  Bentley  where  the  nurses  attended  in 
rotation  one  hour  daily.  To  this  surgery  the  general  practitioners 
send  their  ambulant  patients  for  dressings  and  injections,  and 
without  the  provision  of  this  surgery  the  nurses  could  not  get 
through  the  work.

4.  Home  Helps. 

This  service  continues  to  expand  rapidly,  and  a table  is 
appended  showing  the  increase  of  cases  and  of  hours  worked 
over  1953.  The  increased  help  has  been  mainly  to  the  aged  and 
the  aged  sick,  and  this  home  help  service  has  done  a great  deal  to 
add  to  the  comfort  of  these  old  folks  in  their  declining  years.  This 
case  of  the  elderly  is  a growing  problem,  a problem  which  could 
be  helped  in  some  cases  by  the  provision  of  more  homes  for  the 
aged.  But  the  majority  of  old  folks  want  their  own  home,  and 
the  excellent  provision  which  authorities  make  to  the  problem  by 
erecting  bungalows  for  aged  persons,  in  conjunction  with  a home 
help  service,  is  the  satisfactory  solution  in  most  cases.

7.  School  Health  Service. 

Every  school  child  is  examined  by  a whole-time  Medical 
Officer  on  entry  to  a primary  school,  in  the  last  year  at  a primary 
school  and  in  the  last  year  at  a secondary  school.  Additional  special 
examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  request  of  the  parent,  teacher, 
or  at  the  Medical  Officer’s  discretion. 

When  the  medical  examination  reveals  a defect,  arrangements 
are  in  force  for  the  case  to  be  followed  up  and  the  necessary  treat- 
ment to  be  obtained.  Minor  ailment  clinics  are  held  by  the  School 
Nurse,  and  quarterly  visits  to  the  schools  are  made  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  heads. 

It  is  a matter  of  serious  regret  that  no  School  Dental  Service 
is  available  for  any  school  in  Adwick  or  Bentley.  It  is  appreciated 
that  a school  child  can  go  to  a private  dental  surgeon,  but  too  often 
such  a visit  is  made  because  of  toothache.  A School  Dental 
Service  is  urgently  required  where  a child  is  under  regular  dental 
supervision  and  where  preventive  treatment  can  be  given  at  an 
early  stage.

Unfortunately 
the  Speech  Therapist  resigned  in  March  of  this  year,  and  it  has 
not  been  possible  to  replace  her. 
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10.  Ambulance  Facilities. 

This  scheme  is  still  operating  satisfactorily.  There  is  a free 
ambulance  and  sitting  car  twenty-four  hour  service  for  everyone. 
The  vehicles  arc  stationed  at  Yarborough  Terrace,  Bentley,  and 
are  available  on  request  from  doctors  and  nurses,  or  from  the 
general  public  in  an  emergency. 

11.  Care  and  After-Care. 

It  is  important  that  patients  who  have  been  treated  in  hospital 
by  consultants,  either  medically  or  surgically,  should  receive 
after-care  on  their  return  to  their  own  homes  to  ensure  continued 
benefit  from  the  treatment. 

Discharged  patients  who  require  nursing  assistance  either  from 
the  home  nurse,  midwife,  or  health  visitor  are  notified  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who,  in  co-operation  with  the  patient’s 
doctor,  arranges  for  the  necessary  service  to  be  given. 

In  common  with  many  other  areas,  there  is  a serious  shortage 
of  beds  for  the  aged  chronic  sick,  and  distressing  cases  have  often 
to  wait  for  admission.  The  home  nurse  and  the  services  of  a 
home  help  can  occasionally  help  in  these  conditions,  but  where 
there  are  no  relatives  living  in  the  house  or  near  at  hand,  the 
only  solution  is  removal  to  hospital. 

The  medical  consultants  at  the  hospital  have  been  most  helpful 
by  arranging  for  copies  of  letters  to  the  private  practitioners  re- 
garding patients  under  15  years  of  age  to  be  sent  to  the  Divisional 
Office. 

12.  Special  Examinations. 

Throughout  the  year  special  examinations  are  carried  out  for 
the  Council  of  all  staff  (officials  and  workmen)  who  commence 
work  for  the  Council.  Medical  examinations  and  consultations  are 
also  held  with  members  of  the  staff  who  have  prolonged  absence 
with  sickness. 

Similar  examinations  are  carried  out  for  the  West  Riding 
County  Council,  and  also  of  intending  teachers  prior  to  admission 
to  college.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


1.  Water. 

The  supply  of  water  from  the  Tickhill  Joint  Board  is  now 
inadequate  and  the  Council  has  augmented  the  supply  with  water 
from  Bullcroft  Pit.  This  water  is  very  hard,  although  satisfactory 
in  all  other  respects,  and  its  use  has  enabled  the  Council  to  keep 
a constant  supply  to  the  householder.  Plans  are  well  advanced 
to  increase  the  supply  of  water  from  the  Tickhill  Joint  Board, 
duplicating  the  trunk  mains  to  give  an  adequate  supply  to  all  areas, 
and  form  a new  Joint  Water  Board  on  which  this  district  will 
be  represented. 


2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  Mill  Stream  and  the  Ea  beck  flow  through  the  area. 


3.  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  effluent  from  the  sewage  works  continues  to  be  classified 
as  satisfactory.  With  the  erection  of  the  new  Council  houses, 
the  capacity  of  the  existing  sewage  works  is  now  reaching  its 
maximum. 

4.  Scavenging. 

This  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Surveyor.  Refuse  is 
tipped  on  lanes  adjoining  the  Sewage  Works  and  the  Ea  Beck  at 
Bentley  Moor  Lane. 


5.  Offensive  Trades. 

Fish  Frying — there  are  16  shops  in  this  area  and  18  inspec- 
tions were  made. 

Knacker’s  Yard — none  in  the  area.

6.  Schools. 

There  are  seven  primary  school  department,  two  secondary 
modern  schools  and  one  grammar  school.

The  useful  life  of  the  hostels  has  ended  and  they  are  now 
being  demolished.  The  site  will  be  used  for  the  erection  of 
Council  houses. 

The  survey  of  the  district  for  houses  which  will  be  considered 
for  demolition  has  been  completed  and  returns  have  been  made 
to  the  Ministry.  Detailed  inspections  of  the  houses  are  now  taking 
place  with  a view  to  dealing  with  the  house  unfit  for  human 
habitation  either  as  clearance  areas  or  as  individual  unfit  houses. 

SECTION  F. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  81  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified 
compared  with  453  in  1953.  This  great  reduction  in  notifications 
was  due  entirely  to  the  absence  of  a measles  or  whooping;  cough 
outbreak.  ° 6 

A sudden  short  outbreak  of  sonne  dysentery  occurred  at  the  end 
the  year  and  continued  into  1955.  Unfortunately  one  child  died. 
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Investigations  seldom  prove  conclusive  in  this  disease,  and,  despite 
many  and  detailed  enquiries,  no  source  of  infection  was  discovered. 
All  contacts  were  kept  under  supervision  and  the  necessary  tests 
carried  out. 

No  case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year  and  once 
again  no  case  ofd  iphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year.

There  have  been  no  cases  of  wilful  neglect  or  refusal  to  notify. 
The  medical  practitioners  in  the  area  are  prompt  in  their  notifica- 
tion of  Tuberculosis. 


Care  and  After-Care  of  Tuberculosis. 

A special  committee  for  this  purpose  has  been  established  for 
some  years.  The  committee  consists  of  lay  members  and  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  Doncaster  and 
district.  Financial  assistance  is  given  to  the  committee  by  the 
West  Riding  County  Council  and  the  Doncaster  County  Borough. 

It  has  been  possible  to  help  many  cases  with  clothing,  bedding, 
etc.  This  committee  carries  out  most  useful  work,  and  the  advice  of 
the  special  health  visitors  for  tuberculosis  is  always  available. 

The  tuberculosis  health  visitor  continues  to  prove  a most 
valuable  link  between  the  Consultant  and  the  Chest  Clinic  and 
the  Medical  Officer'  of  Health.  Background  reports  are  submitted 
to  each  officer,  and  this  home  visiting  enables  the  chest  physician 
to  be  assured  that  his  advice  is  being  carried  out.  It  also  enables 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  consider  the  housing  conditions 
and  to  attempt  where  possible  to  improve  them. 

The  County  Council  also  provide  free  milk  up  to  1 pint  per 
day  to  cases  recomended  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  annual  report  for 
*954- 

In  the  following  pages  are  tabulated  the  inspections  made  and 
notices  served,  both  preliminary  and  statutory,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  Housing  Act,  1936, 
also  of  work  carried  out  as  a result  of  the  requirements  of  those 
notices. 

Housing 

The  past  year  will  be  noted  as  the  year  in  which  Slum 
Clearance  returned  to  the  forefront  of  a local  authorities  problems 
by  reason  of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954.  With  a 
few  exceptions  slum  clearance  has  lain  dormant  since  the  outbreak 
of  the  war  in  1939.  Whilst  some  emergency  cases  have  been  dealt 
with  either  informally  or  as  individual  houses  under  Section  n, 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  the  major  problem  has  remained 
untouched. 

Local  authorities  are  now  required  to  submit  their  proposals 
for  dealing  with  slums  during  the  next  five  years,  to  the  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  before  September,  1955. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  in  preparing  this  work  by  a 
preliminary  survey  and  no  doubt  the  report  will  be  completed  in 
the  time  limit. 

During  the  year  a number  of  families  have  been  rehoused 
from  dwellings  in  respect  of  which  the  Council  have  served 
demolition  orders. 

In  carrying  out  the  preliminary  survey  it  is  surprising  the 
number  of  houses  which,  before  the  war  were  being  considerel  for 
clearance,  have  since  the  war  been  reconditioned. 

When  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954,  came  into 
operation  it  was  expected  that  there  would  be  a big  demand  for 
certificates  or  disrepair  from  occupiers  of  dwellinghouses  when  they 
received  notice  of  rent  increases  as  allowed  by  the  Act.  This 
expectation  has  not  been  realised  so  far  as  this  District  is  concerned. 

Tents,  Vans,  Sheds  and  Similar  Structures 

Caravan  dwelling  by  itinerant  hawkers  and  dealers  is  increasing 
and  consequently  more  time  has  to  be  given  in  dealing  with  it. 
So  far  the  district  has  been  kept  fairly  clear  mainly  as  a result 
of  informal  action  and  the  threat  of  statuory  action. 

The  nuisances  created  by  caravan  dwellers  arises  from  lack  of 
sanitaiy  arrangements  on  the  sites  they  use,  together  with  general 
destruction  of  hedgerows  and  the  obstruction  of  ditches.  After 
Langthwaite  Lane  was  cleared  it  was  found  that  a severe  rat 
infestation  existed  on  the  site  of  each  vacated  encampment. 
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Smoke  Abatement 

Mechanisation  of  the  steam  raising  plant  at  both  collieries  is 
now  complete  but  unfortunately  some  smoke  trouble  still  remains. 
It  is,  however,  very  slight  when  compared  with  what  we  have 
had  in  the  past  and  it  is  expected  it  will  be  overcome  in  the  very 
near  future. 

The  main  smoke  problem  now  arises  from  dwellinghouse 
chimneys  over  which  we  have  not  a great  deal  of  control.  However, 
some  progress  is  being  made  to  mitigate  domestic  smoke  nuisance 
by  the  introduction  of  modem  fuel  efficiency  cooking-ranges  and 
in  time  smoke  pollution  will  become  much  less. 

The  worst  feature  of  the  domestic  smoke  problem  arises  from 
the  unfortunate  occurrence  of  chimney  firing.  Whether  this  is  by 
accident  or  design  it  creates  a most  objectionable  nuisance  (which 
could  evoke  reprisals)  and  for  which  there  is  no  excuse. 


Colliery  Spoilbanks 

There  are  three  colliery  spoilbanks  in  the  District.  Two  at 
Bullcroft  and  one  at  Brodsworth  and  all  are  well  under  control  and 
creating  no  nuisance. 


Air-Raid  Shelters 

Although  a large  number  of  shelters  have  been  demolished 
since  the  war  a considerable  number  remain  and  all  are  a source 
of  trouble  to  the  local  authority  and  the  public. 

A survey  has  been  carried  out  of  three  areas  in  the  District 
when  it  was  found  that  many  shelters  were  being  used  as  sanitary 
conveniences  and  causing  a serious  nuisance  to  the1  householders  on 
whose  premises  the  shelters  have  been  built  and  who  have  struggled 
for  years  to  keep  them  respectable. 

In  many  cases  the  shelters  also  obstruct  natural  lighting  and 
considerably  detract  from  the  amenities  and  appearance  of  the 
District.  The  underground  shelters  at  Woodlands  appear  to  have 
become  large  ashpits. 


Schools 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  County  Council  have  during 
the  past  year  provided  additional  sanitary  accommodation  at  two 
schools  in  the  District.  In  both  cases  it  was  found  that  there  was 
only  one  lavatoiy  available  for  male  and  female  teaching  staff. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

During  the  year,  by  resolution  of  the  Council,  the  provisions 
of  Section  76  and  120  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  regarding 
the  registration  of  Hawkers  of  Food  and  their  Premises  and  the 
Registration  of  Hairdressers  and  Barbers  came  into  operation.

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Of  the  63  samples  of  Pasteurised  and  42  samples  of  T.T 
Pasteurised  milk  taken  for  the  phosphates  and  methylene  blue  tests 
only  one  sample  failed  to  pass  the  phosphatase  test,  and  this  was 
due  to  a temporary  breakdown  in  the  plant  due  to  frost.  The 
defect  was  repaired  immediately. 

All  samples  passed  the  methylene  blue  test  and  in  only  one 
case  was  the  test  not  valid,  this  was  due  to  the  atmospheric  shade 
temperature  being  in  excess  of  65°  F. 

21  samples  of  Sterilised  milk  have  also  been  taken  and  these 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory  on  examination. 


The  Examination  of  Milk  for  the  Presence  of  Tuberculosis 

Of  the  261  samples  of  milk  taken  for  examination  for 
tuberculosis,  throughout  the  year,  244  were  found  to  be  negative 
and  17  positive.

Investigations  were  carried  out  by  the  Veterinary  Department 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  at  each  of  the  17  farms 
from  which  positive  milk  samples  were  obtained.  Reports  have 
been  received  from  the  Ministry  upon  each  of  the  17  cases.  In  one 
case  the  farm  concerned  had  sold  out,  in  a second  cases  no  cattle 
were  slaughtered  as  no  affected  cow  could  be  found,  in  13  cases 
one  cow  was  slaughtered  from  each  farm,  in  another  case  two  cows 
were  slaughtered  from  a farm  and  in  the  last  case  the  report  states 
that  one  cow  is  being  dealt  with  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 

The  supervision  of  the  milk  supply  is  always  with  us  as  a 
Health  Authority.  Very  little  undesignated  raw  milk  is  sold  in  this 
District.  Heat  treated  milk  being  supplied  to  homes,  schools, 
commercial  and  industrial  undertakings. 

Twentysix  samples  of  milk  for  chemical  analysis  have  been 
taken  during  the  year  and  all  were  found  genuine.  In  addition 
sampling  of  pasteurised  and  designated  milk  has  continued  and 
it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  a very  satisfactory  standard  has  been 
maintained.  With  regard  to  the  investigations  made  into  the  presence 
of  tuberculosis  in  milk  before  pasteurisation  the  results  have  proved 
the  value  of  the  work.  Of  the  261  samples  taken  17  or  6-5%  were 
found  to  be  tuberculous.  As  the  disease  is,  at  times,  only  given 
off  intermittantly  the  actual  percentage,  if  it  were  possible  to  find 
out,  would  probably  be  somewhat  higher.  In  either  case  it  is 
disturbing  to  discover  that  such  a high  percentage  of  tuberculous 
milk  can  still  be  found.  As  against  this  the  milk  concerned  is 
pasteurised,  i.e.  heat  treated  and  the  disease  thereby  attenuated 
though  not  necessarily  destroyed  and  the  milk  made  safe  as  can 
be,  without  resorting  to  boiling.  It  may  of  course  be  asked  why 
sample  milk  which  is  to  be  pasteurised  and  rendered  safe,  and  the 
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answer  is  that  as  good  as  they  are,  modern  pasteurisation  methods 
can  break  down.  Again  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  consumer  that 
milk  should  be  free  from  disease,  notwithstanding  pasteurisation 
and  a final  point,  the  following  up  of  a positive  milk  sample 
invariably  means  that  ultimately  a diseased  cow  is  removed  from 
a herd.  As  a result  of  investigations  made  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  into  the  17  positive  milk  samples  16  cows 
were  dealt  with  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  which  can  be 
considered  satisfactory. 

Water  Supply 

Last  year  I reported  upon  the  water  supply  at  Brodsworth 
Colliery  Offices  and  Yard  which,  notwithstanding  chlorination, 
remained  contaminated,  and  recommended  that  the  colliery  supply 
should  be  replaced  by  the  Town’s  water  supply.  I am  now  pleased 
to  report  that  this  has  been  done,  but  not  until  frequent  sampling 
revealed  contamination. 

Rodent  Control  Operations 

This  work  is  well  under  control  and  favourably  regarded  by  the 
Ministry,  who  make  a financial  allowance  towards  the  upkeep 
of  the  service. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  sewers  are  still  clear 
of  infestation  and  that  the  original  heavy  rat  infestations  which 
existed  at  the  sewage  works,  refuse  tips  and  salvage  depots  have 
been  reduced  to  a very  small  number  which  would  undoubtedly 
multiply  very  rapidly  if  rodent  control  operations  were  not 
maintained. 

As  in  many  other  Districts  we  are  finding  that  as  a problem, 
mice  take  more  poisoning  than  rats. 

General 

There  has  been  activity  in  both  industrial  and  commercial 
undertakings  during  the  period  under  review.  The  completion 
of  a steel  reclamation  factory  at  Carcroft,  in  respect  of  which  the 
Council  have  responsibilities  regarding  fire  escape  and  sanitary 
conveniences,  have  been  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

Also  a new  bakehouse  has  been  constructe'b 

The  two  transport  cafes  in  the  district  have  changed  hands, 
and  much  development  has  taken  place,  including  the  modernisa- 
tion of  the  premises  both  inside  and  outside.  In  another  case  a 
roadside  garage  has  provided  sanitary  accommodation  at  consider- 
able expense,  and  this  has  been  facilitated  by  the  fact  that  the 
Council  are  now  able  to  empty  cesspools. 

Improvements  have  also  been  sought  and  been  obtained  at 
some  of  the  clubs.

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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938 

By  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations,  milk  has  to  contain  not  less 
than  3%  fat  and  not  less  than  8-5%  solids  other  than  fat. 

It  is  also  an  offence  to  add  either  colouring  matter  or  preser- 
vatives to  milk. 

During  the  year  under  review  26  milk  samples  have  been  taken 
foi  chemical  analysis;  all  but  one  were  found  genuine.  Details

ICE-CREAM  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  REGULATIONS,  1947. 

The  regulations  broadly  require  that,  subject  to  certain  quali- 
fications, the  ingredients  of  ice-cream  shall  be  heat-treated  after 
being  mixed  and  that  the  mixture  shall  then  be  cooled  until  the 
freezing  process  has  begun.  After  freezing  the  ice-cream  must 
not  be  sold  unless  it  has  been  kept  at  a temperature  of  not  more 
than  28°F,  or  if  its  temperature  has  risen  above  28°F,  unless  it  has 
again  been  heat  treated  and  then  kept  at  not  more  than  28°F  after 
being  frozen. 

In  the  circular  accompanying  the  regulations  it  is  stated  that 
as  yet  no  test  has  been  devised  the  reliability  of  which  is  sufficiently 
established  to  justify  its  use  as  a statutory  test,  non-compliance 
with  which  would  constitute  an  offence.  However,  attention  is 
drawn  to  a form  of  methylene  blue  test,  and  it  is  suggested  that 
if  out  of  the  four  grades  recommended  ice-cream  consistently 
fails  to  reach  Grades  1 and  2,  it  would  be  reasonable  to  regard 
this  as  indicating  defects  of  manufacture  or  of  handling  which  calls 
for  further  investigation. 
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Of  the  76  ice-cream  samples  taken: — 

63  or  82-89%  were  in  Grade  1 — Satisfactory 
10  or  13-17%  were  in  Grade  2— Satisfactory 
3 or  3-94%  were  in  Grade  3 — Doubtful. 

By  the  Food  Standards  (Ice  Cream)  Order,  1951,  ice-cream 
shall  not  contain  less  than  5 per  cent,  fat,  10  per  cent,  sugar  and 
7£  per  cent,  milk  solids  other  than  fat.
